Formulation of the vaccines of the presmt invention can be accomplished 
using art recogmzed methods. The vacdne compositions of fhe present invention may also 
contain one or more adjuvants. Adjuvants include, by way of example and not limitation, 
aluminum adjuvants, Freund's Adjuvant, BAY R1005 (N (3 Deoxy 2 L leucylamino - P - D -
